THE KING OF THE SEDANGS. 
S0ME INTERESTING REVELATIONS, 
"Some five weeks ago thore srrived in 
* our midst a Frenchman named M. de May- 
rena, culling himself the King of tho Se- 
dangs. His fama had gone before him and 
Hongkong received him with considerable 
cordiality. The country, over which he 
was alleged to have been proclaimed King, 
was totally unknown here, in fact almost 
unknown to all the world. The story which 
the soi-disant king told was a strange one, 
but fact is sometimes stranger than fiction, 
and there was nothing very improbable in 
his adventures. The ‘King’ had a good 
presence, was’a fluent talker and was 3 
master hand at theatrical effect. His claim 
to havo como of agood family was incon- 
testable. There is no wonder therefore 
that M, de Mayrona soon made many 
frionds at Hongkoog, He gave out that 
his kingdom was a mine of gold, that the 
Fathers were hia frienda and would back 
him up financially. and otherwise. He 
talked of buying up the str. Filipinas ond 
offered $30,000 for it. During tho first 
fow days of his stay he was burning with 
piety. He threw himself before the altar 
with an effusiveness and ardour that eclip- 
sod the devotion of the sincerest Catholics. 
Tho Fathers exclaimed ‘Seo what s pious 
man hois!’ So matters went.on fora day 
orso, but tho fathers, although they admired 
his piety, were not to be moved fiuancially.
